TRIBUTES were this week 
paid to former Black Country 
beauty queen and mother-of- 
one Helen Baker who was 
found dead at her home. 

The family of Miss Baker, who 
was crowned Miss Stourbridge 
Crystal in 1995, have described 
her as fun-loving and kind. 

The former Crestwood School 
pupil was found dead at her home 
in Ragees Road, Kingswinford, on 
December 18. 

She was aged 35 and leaves a 10- 
year-old daughter, Saskia. 

Miss Baker was diagnosed with 
peripheral neuropathy - or nerve 
damage - in August 2009, which 
left her partially disabled. 

Her family say it was a great 
cause of distress to a young woman 
who had always been very active, 
loved dancing and had been a 
member of a leisure centre. 

The cause of her death is not yet 
known. 

Stunning 

Miss Baker’s mother Margaret, 
from Chelford Road, Kingswin¬ 
ford, said her daughter was 20 
years old when she won the title of 
Miss Stourbridge Crystal. 

“She did various charity events 
as a result, which she loved. She 
was a girl who loved the limelight.” 

Mrs Baker added: “She was a 
very, very popular person amongst 
her friends. She was a very emo¬ 
tional, caring person. 

“When Helen walked into a 
room, heads turned.” 

Miss Baker’s friend Lisa 
Redfern said: “On a night out 
Helen would look stunning.” 

Mrs Baker said Helen became 
friendly with members of Take 
That in her early twenties. 

“She briefly went out with a 
friend of Robbie Williams. Robbie 
used to call our house,” she said. 

“She first met them at a club in 
Stoke and even went into Gary 
Barlow’s house in London on one 
occasion.” 

Her mother added: “Helen will 
be sadly missed by all family and 
friends, but most of all by Saskia, 
who will read out a poem she has 
written, at the funeral.”

JOBS IN PERIL AS 
TRADE CRIPPLED 


T RADERS whose takings 
have more than halved since 
the beginning of a 15-month 
Black Country roadworks scheme 
have warned new year job losses 
will be unavoidable if business 
does not pick up early in 2011. 

Shop owners in Cradley Heath say 
takings are less than a third of what 
they were before the £3 million A4100 
scheme began in October. 

The scheme has been aimed at tackling 
on-street parking and congestion, includ¬ 
ing building new kerbs and also building 
parking bays for shoppers. 

Sue Weston, of John Jones Footwear on 
Upper High Street, said she had been 
forced to make one worker redundant in 
November after takings plummeted due to 
the works. 

Mrs Weston, who is now part of a staff of 
three, said: “Our takings have been hit so 
hard we have had to make one girl redun¬ 
dant. 

“We don’t know how we will be able to 


keep the business open six days a week, we 
may have to cut down to five. 

“We had to start our Christmas sale two 
weeks early and reduce stock to 50 per cent 
off just to get some cash into the business.” 

While works take place, Reddal Hill 
Road and Upper High Street are becoming 
one-way streets. 

Traders say works have disrupted bus 
services, discouraging shoppers and the 
one-way system has hampered passing 
trade for business which rely on it. 

Hard 

And drivers approaching from Old Hill 
are being taken away from shops in a 15- 
minute detour before returning to Upper 
High Street. 

Stephen Pitts, owner of TeeT Shirts on 
Reddal Hill Road, said: “In the three years 
since we set up here our turnover has gone 
up 70 per cent every year but since these 
works started we’re down to almost a third 
in takings.” 

Jayne Lakin, of Envy on Reddal Hill 
Road, said: “It hasn’t picked up at all since 
works started. I think it will be hard after 
Christmas.” 


Council set for High Court fight 
over mosque site buy-back bid 


A BID to buy back land earmarked 
for a multi-million pound mosque 
in Dudley town centre has now 
been lodged with the High Court, it 
has been revealed. 

Dudley Council bosses approved 
moves to claim back the land in 
Hall Street at a meeting in Septem¬ 
ber, citing a clause in the land con¬ 
tract as a reason. 

The clause meant the building 
had to be substantially completed 
by the end of December 2008. Since 
then officials have been preparing 
an application to the court which 
has now been submitted. 

Dudley Council spokesman 
Chris Howes said: “We have issued 


the papers in the High Court but do 
not yet have a date for the hearing.” 

Dudley Council has set aside 
£250,000 to cover the cost of the 
purchase. This includes £140,00 for 
the cost of the land and £110,000 
for legal costs. 

Application 

Outline plans for the new 
mosque and community training 
and enterprise centre were rejected 
by Dudley Council but overturned 
by the Planning Inspectorate in 
Bristol. A High Court overturned 
an appeal against the decision by 
Dudley Council. 

Muslim leaders say the deal was 


compromised when the council 
refused the original planning 
application for the scheme, 
expected to cost £12 million. 

Chairman of Dudley Muslim 
Association Kurshid Ahmed said 
they were unaware of the latest 
council move, adding: “Our own 
detailed planning application will 
be submitted in the New Year.” 

Almost 60,000 people have 
signed three petitions opposing the 
mosque. Overturning the appeal 
against the decision by Dudley 
Council in 2009, the High Court 
judge ruled the Dudley Muslim 
Association must submit a full 
planning application by July 2011. 
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Restoration delay but 


conversion 


AN HISTORIC Black Country 
mansion house will be brought 
back to life as apartments after 
plans for its transformation were 
given the go-ahead. 

The Grade II listed Corngreaves 
Hall in Cradley Heath will now be 
transformed into nine apartments 
while plans to construct a new block of 
six houses adjacent to the hall within 
the grounds have also been approved. 

The house dates back to 1780 and has 
been empty since the 1970s. Since then it 
has been hit by metal thieves and arson¬ 
ists. The problems have caused hundreds 
of thousands of pounds worth of damage to 
the building. 

Sandwell Council planners welcomed 
the transformation of the landmark site, 
which comes on top of a £3 million project 
to restore the exterior. 

Planning committee member, Councillor 
Roger Horton, said: “This has been going 
on for such a while, it is great to see some¬ 
thing coming out of it.” 

Objective 

Permission to turn the hall into housing 
had already been granted by Sandwell 
Council in 2006, but no work ever started 
and in August 2010 Corngreaves Hall Ltd 
bought the property with the objective of 
restoring and developing it. 

The latest plans were submitted by 
Corngreaves Hall Ltd which is the freehold 
owner of the Corngreaves Road site. 

Alan Smith, of the West Midlands His¬ 
toric Buildings Trust, which had been 
interested in trying to restore the building, 
has also supported the plans to restore the 
site. 

“I do support bringing the hall back into 
use, particularly for residential use 
because that is what the building was used 
for originally,” he said. 

“That is the best purpose for it.If the job 
is completed sensitively it should be one of 
the best residences in Sandwell.” 

The transformation will see four apart¬ 
ments created on the ground floor, three on 
the first floor and two on the second floor,

while the new block will feature six terrace- 
style two and three storey houses. The 
severe weather before Christmas had 
delayed restoration and put back the com¬ 
pletion until this month. 

Masons and specialist window restorers 
have been working on the hall. It was due 
to be completed by December. However, the 
bad weather combined with the challeng¬ 
ing nature of the project has put work back. 

Eventually 

Richard Hill, of Bonsers, said before 
Christmas : “We will be working around 
the clock, at weekends and over the Christ¬ 
mas period to keep up with the works.” 

The hall was home to the Attwood family 
ironmasters during the industrial develop¬ 
ment of the Black Country. Ownership 
eventually passed to Sandwell Council, 
which handed over the 1.2 acre site to Gr8 
Space, of Worcester, in August. 





Festive 
home 
treat for 
patients 


AN INNOVATIVE scheme in 
Dudley has helped residents 
across the borough to spend 
Christmas at home this year 
as opposed to staying in hos¬ 
pital. 

The service supported 
people who would normally 
need hospital care to receive 
support in their homes and 
by Christmas 148 people had 
benefited. 

Dudley Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) and Dudley 
Council are behind the 
scheme, which is funded as 
part of the PCT’s urgent care 
improvement programme. 

People received health and 
social care support from an 
integrated team made up of 
nurses and social workers. 

Avoid 

Some people were be able 
to leave hospital to go home 
sooner than they would have 
done, and some people were 
able to avoid going into hos¬ 
pital at all. 

Jenny Cale, from the PCT, 
said: “Without this service 
many of these patients may 
have been in hospital over 
the Christmas period. 

“By providing a wide range 
of support, we are able to 
help to help people overcome 
their illnesses, be able to stay 
in their own home and avoid 
being readmitted to hospi¬ 
tal.” 

Councillor Lesley Faulk¬ 
ner, cabinet member for 
adult and community serv¬ 
ices, added: “No one wants to 
spend Christmas away from 
their family and friends and 
without this service this may 
have become a reality for 
these patients.”

Meanwhile hundreds gathered for the Meynell and 
South Staffordshire meet at Blithfield Hall in Admas- 
ton, near Rugeley. The cold weather prevented hunting 
but hundreds turned out anyway. 


Former JP and Inner 
Wheel president dies 



A FORMER chairman of Dudley 
Magistrates and keen charity 
worker has died aged 94. 

Florence Wilson, known to family 
and friends by her middle name of 
Vera, was born in Dudley in 1916 
during the First World War. 

The great-grandmother lived in the area 
until nine years ago when she moved near 
Nantwich to be near her son. 

Mrs Wilson passed away in St Cather¬ 
ine’s Care Home. 

She first became a magistrate in 1965, 
going on to be deputy chairman of the 
Dudley Bench from 1980-1985 and then 
chairman in 1986, work which she “very 
much enjoyed” according to her son, Dr 
Michael Wilson. 

Mrs Wilson, who was a member of the 
Conservative party, was also part of the 
Dudley Inner Wheel and her husband 
Norman, who passed away in 1991, was a 
Dudley Rotarian. 

Dr Wilson, who is married to Tricia and 
has five children and 10 grandchildren, 
said his mother had an active social life and 
was well known in Dudley. 

‘Mother was quite stoical; rarely did she 
complain about anything - except if she 
couldn’t get her weekly coiffure - and I 
cannot recall her ever being ill, not even 
during her final days,” Dr Wilson, a former

pupil at Dudley Grammar School, said. 

“She was the youngest of five daughters 
of Ethel and Arthur Brazenell and long out¬ 
lived them all as she frequently reminded 
me.” 

The father, Arthur, was a cobber at the 
family home in Wellington Road, Dudley, 
where Mrs Wilson grew up. 

After leaving school, she went into cleri¬ 
cal work and soon met Norman, whom she 
married aged 23 with only child Michael 
born within a year. 

Excitement 

Mrs Wilson, who enjoyed watching 
cricket, snooker and speedway, helped out 
with meals-on-wheels in Dudley, as well as 
the family planning clinic at Holly Hall. 

She joined Dudley Inner Wheel in the 
early 1950s and became president of the 
branch in 1960, remaining a member until 
she moved to Nantwich. 

Dr Wilson added: “I remember how she 
particularly enjoyed the excitement of elec¬ 
tions, when she would be out canvassing, 
and on Election Day itself taking support¬ 
ers to vote and going to the count after the 
polls closed. 

“She was dignified, non-judgmental, had 
a great sense of duty, dependable and com¬ 


passionate. No wonder therefore that she 
made a good magistrate but also a mum 
who I have loved and been very proud.” 

Dr Wilson added: “Whilst dad would reg¬ 
ularly watch television in the evening, I 
can see mum now in the breakfast room at 
home in Tansley Hill Road reading the 
Express & Star and would not happily go to 
bed until she had completed the crossword. 


“She remained a crossword fan until her 
mind gave up on her, about three years ago. 

“She was a very fine cook as many of you 
will attest having seen the girth of my 
father’s waistline! 

“Mother always liked to look smart and 
was anxious that her hair was neat and 
tidy.” 

Mrs Wilson died in November.

Brettle received 18 months and Dixon 12 
months.This means that they will not 
immediately be punished, but if they re¬ 
offend within those periods they will be 
sentenced for both these crimes and any 
new offences. 

Both pleaded guilty to four counts of 
shoplifting and Dixon also admitted being 


in possession of amphetamines. The small 
bag of drugs was found in his sock when he 
was searched at Stourbridge Police Station 
after being arrested, said Mr Barry 
Sealeaf, prosecuting. 

Schizophrenia 

The pair took a £5 pair of men’s shoes 
from Happy Staffie Rescue in Market 
Street, a £1.99 pair of men’s slippers from 
Scope, also in Market Street, a men’s polo 
shirt worth £4 from the Cats Protection 
League in High Street, and men’s trousers 
costing £33.95 from the Extra Care Chari¬ 
table Trust in the Crown Centre.

When questioned at the scene, they 
admitted that they were stolen, he said.

A VODKA bar set up without permis¬ 
sion in a Black Country high street 
faces being shut down by the council 
following complaints from nearby res¬ 
idents. 

AlteRego, situated above Prego Pizza in 
High Street, Kingswinford, has been open 
for months without the legal permission 
needed from the council. 

Local councillors have called for an 
enquiry into how the bar was granted an 
alcohol licence when it didn’t have a plan¬ 
ning permit. 

Council enforcement officers only dis¬ 
covered the bar when a member of the 
public complained about noise coming 
from the building. 

The potential for legal action forcing the 
owners to remove all bar-related equip¬ 
ment and fittings will be discussed by 
councillors at a meeting on January 10. 

Owner Jimmy Lee applied for retrospec¬ 
tive planning permission in October but 
was refused due to the potential noise dis¬ 
turbance from the bar. 

He has vowed to appeal any enforcement 
action and accused the council of being “all 
about the money”. 


Phone mast bid 
hits first hurdle 

RESIDENTS have won the first round of a 
battle to block plans for a 49ft phone mast 
at a gateway to Stourbridge. 

People living near the proposed site at 
the junction of Bridgnorth Road and 
Lowndes Road in Wollaston feared the 
pole would be unsightly. 

Planning officers at Dudley Council 
agreed the structure, which would have 
been operated by both 02 and Vodafone, 
would have a harmful impact on the area. 

But applicant 02 confirmed it was likely 
to appeal against the decision, which 
would mean the Planning Inspector in 
Bristol would have the final say. The 
company wanted to install the pole with 
two equipment boxes and an electrical 
meter pillar. Ward Councillor Nicholas 
Barlow welcomed the council’s decision to 
the refuse the plans.

ROYAL MAIL paid out 
more than £600,000 com¬ 
pensation in just one year 
after tens of thousands of 
complaints about lost and 
damaged post in the West 
Midlands and Stafford¬ 
shire, latest figures 
reveal. 

Payouts rose by £133,000 
in 2009-10, fuelled by a sig¬ 
nificant increase in Sandwell 
and Birmingham where the 
bill for compensation topped 
£441,000. 

The payouts follow 54,000 
complaints resulting in 29,000 
payments at an average of £18. 

Data for the B, WV, WS, DY 
and ST postcodes covering the 
Black Country, Birmingham, 
Kidderminster and Stafford¬ 
shire areas shows that most 
complaints in the region are 
about lost mail, but other 
payouts follow damage, delays or 
delivery to an incorrect 
addresses. 

Ratio 

Dudley, Stourbridge and Kid¬ 
derminster residents made 
4,300 complaints at a cost of 
£35,000, while the ST postcode 
covering Stafford, Stone and 
north Staffordshire saw £86,965 
paid for 9,800 complaints. 

In Wolverhampton 6,000 com¬ 
plaints resulted in payments of 
£44,000, while in the WS post 
code for Walsall, Cannock and 
Lichfield there were 5,400 com¬ 
plaints costing the Royal Mail 
£49,000. 

About 54 per cent of all com¬ 
plaints resulted in a payout with 
the highest payments to com¬ 
plaints ratio in Walsall, Cannock 
and Lichfield at 57 per cent. 

The figures were released as 
the government plans to priva¬ 
tise the institution in a bid to 
turn around its fortunes.

AN HISTORIC micro brewery in 
the Black Country is fighting back 
against cheap booze in supermar¬ 
kets with a range of popular ales. 

Black Country Ales, based at the 
Old Bulls Head, Lower Gornal, sup¬ 
plies beer for 26 pubs across the West 
Midlands. 

The tipples are brewed in a small out¬ 
building at the back of the pub and then 
distributed by the firm’s one driver. 

That site was used from 1840 for about 
150 years, until the business died out as 
trade fell. 

But it was brought back to life by brewer 
Guy Perry seven years ago when he sug¬ 
gested to landlord Angus McMeeking that 
there was a market for real ale. 

Since then business has been booming 
and the company recently started selling 
beer to Wetherspoons. 

Real ale is a rare bright spot in the UK’s 
beer industry. 

Supply 

While total beer sales fell four per cent in 
the year to 2009 - erasing 1.3m barrels 
from consumption - cask beer did not spill 
a drop. 

Craft ales brewed in microbreweries 
account for eight per cent of Britain’s total 
beer market, according to the Cask Report, 
and make up 15 per cent of all beers sold in 
pubs, bars and other so-called on-trade 
venues. 

About 13,000 pints are produced each 
week at the Old Bulls Head using the 
brewery’s three fermenting vessels. 

Guy spends hours each day toiling away 
to get the perfect pint. He said: “It’s hard 
work and this is only really a small opera¬ 
tion but we’re committed to producing 
great beer.” 

The brewery produces three main ales - 
Bradley’s Finest Golden (BFG), Pig on the 
Wall and Fireside Bitter. 

Its newest creation is Dudley Pale Ale, 
which launched for the town’s ale festival 
earlier last month. 

A basic ale recipe is used and then 
tweaked for each brand. Some have more

hops, while others have more of a malt 
taste. 

The total brewing process takes a week 
and there are always three loads of ale 
being produced at any time, to keep the 
supply chain going. 

Targets 

A third of a ton of malt is poured into a 
huge vessel at the start, before 4,500 pints 
of water are added and about 1001b of hops. 
It is then pumped into a fermenter and left 
there for six days. 

Brewery director Martin Wilkins said 
there were plans to extend the brewery but 


they did not want to lose its family atmos¬ 
phere. 

“We’ve had the idea before of spending 
£500,000 on a new building,” he said. 

“But then we would have higher targets 
to reach and it would change they way we 
work,” he said. 

Martin has plans to turn the brewery 
into a visitor centre, though, so customers 
can see exactly how the ale they are drink¬ 
ing is made. 

He added: “There’s nothing better than a 
pint of locally brewed ale.I think people 
prefer that to the mass produced lagers of 
the supermarket.”

Watchdog fears over 
resiting of old mosaic 


Scary Canary business takes off 


A couple who launched an internet 
business with their last pound are 
now rated as a leading supplier of 
vintage clothes - and have a busy 
boutique in the Black Country. 

Steve Pilcher and his fiancee 
Stacey Smith, of Cross Street, 
Stourbridge, started their Scary 
Canary clothing line two years ago 
when they found they were on 
their uppers, with a bank over¬ 
draft. 

“I literally spent our last pound 
on a green dress that I spotted as 
being vintage in a charity shop in 
Bearwood,” said Stacey, aged 29.

FEARS have been expressed over the 
future of a historic mosaic when it is 
removed during a £50 million over¬ 
haul of a Black Country shopping 
centre. 

The artwork, which depicts Stour¬ 
bridge’s coat-of-arms, is to be taken up 
when work begins at the town’s ailing 
Crown Centre. 

Stourbridge Township Council says it 
has been assured the mosaic will be 
restored to the centre once the redevelop¬ 
ment is finished but claims there are still 
unanswered questions. 

Members of the watchdog group are con¬ 
cerned they still have not been told where 
the mosaic will be sited in the new-look 
centre. And they are worried about how it 
will be removed from the floor of the exist¬ 
ing centre. 

They say the mosaic is already cracked 
from when it was moved to the centre from 
its original location at the former Odeon 
Cinema, now Wilkinson’s, in the High 
Street. 

And they fear it could be damaged 
further during the next move. 

The township council says it will be 
seeking answers before any work begins. 

Plans for the revamp of the Crown 
Centre, which includes the creation of a 
60,000sq ft Tesco superstore, have already 
been submitted to Dudley Council. 

Township council chairman Margaret 
Scott said members would be keeping a 
close eye on what was happening when 
work started. 

The mosaic, which dates back to the 
1920s, was rediscovered in 1996 when 
demolition started on the old cinema 
building in preparation for the Wilkin¬ 
son’s store to be built

“The older items, such as fireguards and 
coal scuttles, have been in demand since 
the cold spell started and we have sold 
around 15 sets in all over the past few 


weeks,” she said. “A lot of people use log 
burners and these items are perfect for 
their needs as well as being appealing to 
look at. 

“A lot have also come in to look at our 
clothing if they are seeking something a 
little different for their Christmas parties.” 

The store, which has been running for 
around 15 years, has also seen a rise in the 
number of customers coming in looking for 
older styles of clothing for the party season. 


Crossroad safety

SAFETY fears have been 
raised over a “nightmare” 
crossroads in Stourbridge 
after two recent crashes iand 
a number of near misses. 

There have been calls for action 
to improve safety before someone 
is killed. 

Drivers cutting across the busy 
A4036 Pedmore Road from Ceme¬ 
tery Road, Lye, have been 
involved in smashes. Recently 
four people were injured . 

About 30 residents have 
launched a campaign to get the 
layout of the junction changed 
and ban people from driving 
straight ahead or turning right. 


Ward councillor Mohammed 
Hanif is setting up a public 
meeting with highways chiefs in 
the new year. 

He said: “We are fed up with 
this and we want something done 
before someone is killed. There 
are near misses every day and I’m 
surprised there haven’t been 
more bad crashes.” 

Theere were two crashed in 
December in which four people 
suffered minor injuries. 

Councillor Hanif said he feared 
the next crash could be fatal. 

Resident Neil Marshall, 41, of 
Pedmore Road, said: “I’ve been 
driving down Pedmore Road and 
people have just pulled out in 


front of me.It’s such a busy junc¬ 
tion that I don’t think it’s their 
fault. 

“The main road is three lanes 
wide and I don’t think they realise 
how difficult it is to get across.” 

But Mark Edwards, 29, of 
Cemetery Road, said: “Traffic is 
already bad enough around here 
and we don’t want it made any 
worse. 

“Restricting where people can 
turn is only going to create more 
problems in my eyes.” 

Dudley Council’s traffic 
manager Peter Van Geersdaele 
said the authority was looking 
into the issue and would see if a 
solution could be found.

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Lion locomotive is on 
track for Hollywood 


STOURBRIDGE’S pioneering steam locomotive is on 
track to feature in a film by Hollywood director Ridley 
Scott — thanks to two amateur film-makers from the 
town. 

The Stourbridge Lion staked a place in history when it 
became the first steam locomotive to run on rails in America 
back in 1829. 

Now amateur film-makers Chris Armfield and Gary Rogers have 
captured the history of the site where it was made and other images 
of Stourbridge for a global video project launched by Scott. 

The scheme challenged film-makers across the world to gather 
footage from where they lived on a single day, July 24 this year. 

The best footage will he 
chosen by the Hollywood 
director for inclusion in 
the film, creating a time 
capsule of what was hap¬ 
pening in the world on 
that day. 

Mr Armfield, aged 51, 
of Ballarat Walk, Stour¬ 
bridge, and Mr Rogers, 

41, of Wollaston, are 
delighted that their 
footage has made it to the 
last 100 hours of mate¬ 
rial to be considered out 
of more than 80,000 
hours submitted by hope¬ 
fuls around the world. 

They will learn later 
this month if their Stourbridge Lion painting which was 
footage has made it the Delaware and Hudson office 
through to the final cut of 
the film which will premiere at 



the Sundance Film Festival. 

They filmed at the town’s 
Bonded Warehouse, in Canal 
Street, and the now derelict 
Foster, Rastrick & Co foundry, in 
Lowndes Road, where the Stour¬ 
bridge Lion was made. 

Sister 

The locomotive earned its 
name from the picture of a lion’s 
face that was painted on its front 
by the builder. 

Although Stourbridge was not 
a major railway centre during 
the railway age, it did produce 
two locomotives of historical sig¬ 
nificance - the Lion and its 
sister engine Agenoria which 
still survives at the National 


Railway Museum in York. 

Mr Armfield said: “We are 
both very proud of Stourbridge. 

‘Many Americans have heard 
of the Stourbridge Lion,” he 
added. 

“When we shot the footage, 
Gary was recovering from heart 
surgery and my leg was in 
plaster as I suffer from deep vein 
thrombosis. 

“But we desperately wanted to 
take part.” 

The Stourbridge Lion, built in 
1928, was one of the three Ras¬ 
trick locomotives ordered by 
Delaware and Hudson Canal 
and Railroad. 

It arrived in New York aboard 
the John Jay with two other loco¬ 
motives in May 1929.

to family

HEARING the clunk of a steel hammer against 
the links of a chain, you would expect the person 
doing the battering to be a brawny man rather 
than a nine-year-old girl. 

Sarann Bradney has been going to Mushroom 
Green Chain Shop, in Netherton, since she was just 
three months old to watch her father Mick at work. 

Mick is the sixth generation of chainmakers and is 
keen to teach the skills that have been passed down to 
him from his great-great-great grandfather, who was 
from Mushroom Green. 

His family had a chain shop in the village for around 
200 years and he grew up surrounded by the industry. 

Different 

Standing by the red-hot furnace at the Quarry Road 
chain making museum, Mick says: “As we waited for 
the bus in the morning to take us to Corngreaves 
School we would stand by the fires to keep warm. 

“There were chainmakers, fires and furnaces every¬ 
where round here. People can’t imagine it these days, 
but even at 5am you would hear the hammers going.”

Mick, who works at Solid Stampings, in Cradley 
Heath, recalls how his father Arthur would take him 
to various chainmaking workshops. The young lad 
would cautiously stand by the doors and watch the 
men at working on the huge links. 

“It was something I always wanted to do,” says 
Mick, now 61.“From the age of five my dad would put 
me by the fire with a piece of iron, a pair of tongues and 
a hammer, and let me play. 

“At that time there weren’t any women chainmak¬ 
ers, although I know that my grandmother and her 
mother had done it.” 

Mick still uses a hammer that is around 100 years 
old and was used by his great-grandmother. 

“I see hammers like this in museums, but because 
I’m a traditional chainmaker I still use the old equip¬ 
ment passed down to me,” he says. 

“The last women chainmaker was Lucy Woodall, 
but I’m keen to pass the skills on to the next genera¬ 
tion. I’ve taught my wife Annette how to make chain 
and watching her learn these forgotten skills is like 
seeing a dinosaur come back to life.” 

Mick lives in Trejon Road, Cradley Heath with 
Annette and daughter Sarann. 

Annette says she has watched Mick making chain 
for years and then in May decided to give it a go. “I 
took to it within weeks,” says Annette, aged 46. 

“A few months ago I did my first demonstration at 
the Mushroom Green shop and then went over to the 
Black Country Living Museum. Once you’re into it, 
chainmaking is addictive. I would like to teach other 
women.” 

Original 

The Mushroom Green chain shop dates from the 
1950s and is run by Dudley Council. Records show 
chainmaking in Mushroom Green in 1810. Workers 
who made nails adapted their hearths to make chain. 

By the end of the 19th century most properties in 
Mushroom Green had a chain shop close to them and 
several survived into the 20th century. 

Only one remains in its original form, having been 
restored by the council and the Black Country Society. 

Sarann, a pupil at Timbertree Primary School, in 
Valley Road, Cradley Heath, says she has grown up 
watching her dad making chain. 

“I have been coming down to Mushroom Green 
since I was little. “I’ve always been interested in it and 
want to be a metal work artist. I’m a different girl to 
the others at school as they are into new clothes and 
shoes,” she says. 

“I think I’m better off than them because I have a 
loving family — and my chainmaking.”

Molten metal flows as band 
makes a triumphant return 


Black Country Communion, 
Wolverhampton Civic Hall. 

THE Black Country has a new band to 
claim as its own, one firmly in the tra¬ 
dition of Led Zeppelin, Black Sabbath 
and Judas Priest. 

The region established on the pounding 
of metal had plenty of pounding metal to 
celebrate when the supergroup came home 
for their first official gig after storming to 
the top of the rock charts with self-titled 
debut album Black Country Communion. 

Former Trapeze and Deep Purple rocker 
Glenn Hughes has swapped home in 
Cannock for southern California, and 
gained a transAtlantic drawl, but the “voice 
of rock” was in fine form at the venue where 
he first performed 40 years earlier. 

Joining him was Dudley-born Jason 
Bonham, a great drummer like his late 
father, the Led Zep sticksman John; and 
two Americans, guitarist Joe Bonamassa 
and keyboardist Derek Sherinian.

From the moment Hughes’ thunderous 
bassline introduced the band’s anthem 
Black Country, the song which topped and 
tailed the gig, the sell-out audience knew 
they were in for something special. 

The combination of four great talents 
gelled to perfection. Hughes can still hit 
notes only previously attained by scalded 


cats with apparent ease and his fluid, funky 
bass makes the molten metal flow. The 
sharp-dressed Bonamassa plays with a 
masterful eloquence that makes him a can¬ 
didate for best blues rock guitarist of his 
era. Sherinian has a Ray Manzarek-like 
touch on the keys. But the heartbeat of the 
band is Bonham’s propulsive drumming. 

Highlights of the 90-minute set included 
the bluesy Beggarman, an extended 
version of Too Late For The Sun and Bona¬ 
massa star vehicles Song of Yesterday and 
The Ballad of John Henry. 

Then BCC turned back the clock for 
Trapeze opus Medusa and, in tribute to 
John Bonham, a version of Led Zep’s No 
Quarter. Sista Jane was delivered with a 
Stones-like swagger before the band 
returned to encore with a scorching version 
of Deep Purple’s Burn. 

The crowd seemed reluctant to leave 
until Hughes promised that the band would 
return in the summer to commune some 
more.

Getting to grips with winter 


BRITAIN’S big freeze has seen continued interest in 
4x4s. But there can be big sacrifices to make on emis¬ 
sions, and therefore tax, fuel consumption and insurance 
costs for some models. 

Now Peugeot is highlighting its 4x4 alternative, designed to 
give drivers enhanced driving ability in poor conditions, while 
remaining affordable and comfortable in everyday use. 

The option is the firm’s 3008 “crossover” fitted with Peugeot’s 
innovative Grip Control. 

Grip Control consists of an intelligent traction control system 
and special Mud and Snow tyres. It automatically improves 
traction on difficult surfaces such as snow, mud, dirt tracks and 
wet grass. 

The system works with the vehicle’s ESP (Electronic Stability 
Programme) to maintain the best possible traction from both 
front wheels. It has five selectable operating modes which can 
be chosen by the driver from a dedicated control mounted on the 
centre console. 

In Standard mode, the vehicle’s ESP system is calibrated for 
typical grip levels found on normal road surfaces, where there 
are low levels of wheel slip. 

Snow mode adapts the system to gain the best traction from 


each of the front wheels when the car is pulling away. As the car 
increases speed, the system constantly tweaks the traction 
control to maintain acceleration in the face of variable grip con¬ 
ditions. 

The system returns to Standard once you are over 31mph. 

All-terrain mode copes with mud, dirt tracks and wet grass by 
allowing a high level of slip on the least stable wheel when 
pulling away to remove excess mud and improve grip. At the 
same time, the wheel with the strongest grip level is given as 
much torque as possible. 

Modes 

As the system is electronically controlled the torque offset 
between the front wheels can be as much as 100 per cent, well 
beyond normal limits for a limited slip differential. As the car 
gains speed, the system continually works against wheel slip to 
give the driver the best possible control over the vehicle up to 
50mph. 

Sand mode allows slight wheel slip on both drive wheels 
simultaneously, to allow the vehicle to make headway and 
reduce the risk of getting stuck in the sand. Here again, the 
control provided is superior to that of a limited slip differential 


(LSD). In this mode, Standard mode kicks in automatically 
above a speed of 75mph. There is also an ESP Off setting, which 
disconnects ESP and Grip Control up to 31mph, giving control 
to the driver. Above this speed, “ESP Standard” selects automat¬ 
ically. 

Peugeot’s Grip Control option also includes the standard 
fitment of 215/60 R16 Michelin Latitude Tour HP “Mud and 
Snow” tyres, which are suitable for off-road use. These tyres 
have special StabiliGrip blades within the tread pattern that 
can lock together to maintain good tread contact with the driven 
terrain. 

Grip Control gives the Peugeot 3008 Crossover a great all¬ 
round ability as well as providing excellent towing and carrying 
capabilities for better weather, making it a genuine car for all 
seasons. 

And, when the weather changes the system has none of the 
disadvantages with regards to increased weight and emissions 
of a standard mechanical 4x4 system. 

Peugeot’s Grip Control is available as standard on the 
Peugeot 3008 SR Crossover and as a £470 option on the Peugeot 
3008 Sport and Exclusive HDi 112 & HDi 150 Crossover models.
